Background Information: The Department of Civil Rights requests that the City Council
appoint seven (7) civilian members to the Police Conduct Oversight Commission, pursuant
to Minneapolis Code of Ordinances Title 2, Chapter 14.180(b)(1).

172.80. - Police conduct oversight commission. (a) Composition. The police conduct
oversight commission shall be comprised of seven (7) members, four (4) of whom shall be



appointed by the city council, and three (3) of whom shall be appointed by the mayor,
subject to the approval of a majority of the city council.

In order to stagger the expiration of terms, the original appointments of commissioners
shall be for terms of one (1) or two (2) years, as determined by the city clerk. Thereafter,
appointments shall be for two (2) years. From the members, a chairperson and vice-
chairperson of the commission shall be appointed by the mayor, for terms of two (2) years,
subject to the approval of a majority of the city council. In order to stagger the terms of the
chairperson and vice-chairperson, the initial appointment of the vice-chairperson shall be for
one (1) year.

All must be residents of Minneapolis, never have been employed by the Minneapolis Police
Department, and must complete training requirements outlined in Minneapolis Code of
Ordinances § 172.60 as well as those described in the appointment posting. Panelists shall
be compensated $50.00 for each day in which they attend one (1) or more meetings.
